Bingiy by Interrupting him, and when he had done ſpeaking 
himſelf, with others went away out of the Meeting, and bid the People paſs away, breakirg up 
the Meeting, like as the Jews ſerved our Lord, who (aid, He is mad,why bear yt kim ? And others 
of them have done as bad or worſe by him fince ; wherchy they have proved their Spielt 
not to be the ſame as the Apoſile Paul's was, for altho ſome Preacht Chriſt out of Envy to him, 
yet becauſe Chriſt as Preacht, he rejozced 3 but this Antichriit ja theſe G. K's Perſecutors bs © 
far from Preaching our Lord Jeſus of Nazareth as the Saviour, that they arc ſo bold to Preach, 
That the Jews ntter ſaw tht worlds Saviour: Allo they Print, that to lay, Tat this Chriſt is God 
and Man in one 74 14 lye. What is this lels than to deny our Lord Jeſus of Nazareth to be 
the Saviour? For the Jews did fee him, and handle him (and that with wicked hands too) there» 
ſore, according to our Lord's Command, Go no! aſter torn, for although bis Name be in their months, 
yet be us not in thtir bearts: That is, they do not mean him, our Lord Jeſus of Nazareth, as will 
further appear in this Diſcourſe. But they mean ſomething in him and the Light In every Mm, 
, for they diſtinguiſh him our Lord Jeſus from Chrift, ſaying in Print, Toe ſame Chriſt that was tbere- 
- bs crucified, aſcended , hereby it's plain they do not mean him the Man or Perſon our Lord Jeſus, 
L but ſomething in him.

med of, hut aſtoniſhed at to behold, how the Watchmen ſlun her, and mind not how theſe deceit- 

tul workers ace laying another Foundation than that on which the Holy Men were hut on. 

And although I have been a conſtant hearer aud lover ol them above Thirty Years, and by 
the Love | had for ſome of them, enſnared in (ome of their Errors, and did not ſo fully fre the 
danger thereof until lately, and moſtly by their oppoſing and contradicting G. Keith's Doctrine, 
and Perſecuting him aud his Friends, grea ly convinced me, that they did not Preach the (ame 
Goſpel anc Faith as the Apoſt'es did. Nor am | aſhamed to confeſs my ſelt not found ia my 
Falch; but 1. was the Mercy of God to let me ſee my Error, and give me a mind to be more per- 
fly laſtructed therein; and I defire the | crd, for the take of our dear Lord Jefus ct Navartth, 
to kcep m rA duc benie of my undcrthfteſe, acd bhumby'y Tiaixtul fie hu ges, Mere and 
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Love, more cipecially in giving hiſs dear Son, who died for my fins. And I earneſtly entreat all 
you Quakers, who be honeſt-minded, not to be obſtinate (and high. conceſted of your (elves ) 
Father than come under blame, or ſome reproach, for I can by Experience tell you, that you will 
in the end find a better Peace in conſeſſing than maintaining your ſelves in Error. Flatter not 
your ſelves that you have true laving Faith, hecauſe you do believe the Relation in Scripture con- 
cerning our Lord Jeſus, that he was and (ſuffered, as is recorded; and becauſe you believe he was 
a good Man, and had the Spirit of God in him, and in a greater mealure than you have; and 
that whereas the Jews ſaid, He deceived the People, and that he did thoſe mighty works by the 
Power of Satan; you on the contrary believe it was the mighty Power of Gud in him that 
wrought. There's indeed ſeems to he more Elaſphemy againſt the Holy Ghoſt, but your contempt 
of his Pcrſon, Blood, and Suffcrings, is Blaſphemy againſt the Son of Man at leaſt, and therefore 
a great fin: Bur I (ay his of yours in the beſt ſenſe is but a belief of Chriſt, and is not true and 
ſaving Faith in him, becauſe it is not fixt in him as the Foundation and Faſt-hold of your Souls 
for Salvation, but a Principle or Light within; but the true ſaving Falth fixes In him our Lord 
Jeſus of Nazareth, and his Suffcrings, Blood, and Obedience, in becoming a Sacrifice or Paſſover 
for us, ard the Satisfaction in the Sufficiency of the Obje& ot Subject, and ſo a relyance thereon 
1s Faith; and that which people moſt value or rely on, in that properly is their Faith fixed; as 
the Jervs profeſſed they believed in God, but would not believe io cur Lord ſeſus as the Meſſiah: 
Therefore ſaid our Lord to them, Ton believe in God, believe alſo in t; that is, as he became 
Fleſh or perſect Man fo, he was our Saviour, and fo he is our Medfator and laterceſſor in Heaven, 
whole Chriſt, «ven Jeſus of Nazareth, Born of the Virgin 4'ary. And ſceing fince his Aſcenſion 
both Steven and Paul ſee him ſo, how and when ſince was the Man Jeſvs of Nazareth ſeparated 
from Chriſt? Were it not better for you to acquſeſce with the plain genuine ſenſe of Scripture , 
than to ſtretch and ſtrain ſome Expreſſions againſt the general ſcope thereof, to countenance ſome 
Erroneous Expreſſions of G. F. and others? You are now to me as ſome other Perſwaſions were 
to you formerly, you having been among them; ſo ! having ſo many Years owned and heard you, 
can tell you by Experience, that the Light within every Man only, nor the moſt exacteſt and 
ſtricteſt Obedience thereto, will not be a good Foundation for your Faith to faften in, or Build 
upon; be not high-minded, but take up your Croſs, and own this contemned Jeſus, for God 
hath highly exalted him; and I can do no leſs than bear my Teſtimony againſt, and diſown this 
felf-exalted Spirit of C. Fox's, and them who joyn with him in theſe uncht iſtian Doctrines here- 
aſter mentioned; and do think that every individual Quaker is chargeable with them, and all other 
their Errors, Publickly Printed and allowed by your chief Prieſts and Rulers, until there be ſome 
Publick Teſtimony given our by or on your behalf againft them. And whatever my Lot may be 
from you, I am ſatisfied greater is he in whom I believe and truſt, even the ſame Jeſus of Vaza- 
reth, whom Peter Preachr, whom vou term Veſſel, Garment, & c. than the Light In every Man 
in the World; therefore you may as your Fore-fathers did, cry aloud until Evening againſt me, 
I cannor fear the whole Hoſt of you (although I know you be many Thouſands ) for my Truſt 
and Hope is in the Mercy of God for the ſake of my Lord Jeſus of Nazareth ( wichour me ) and 
his Obedience and Suffcrings, and ſhedding his incttimable Blood of his Body, his Stripes, his 
Death, and his Mediatorſhip, and Interce ſſing with the Father now in Heaven, the Satisfaction he 
made to the Father.

But where was it before they cat ir, or how came they by 
it to eat? By all theſe its evident they, G F. &. te ir the Perf of our Lord Jeſus of NaN 
retb, as the only Chriſt and Saviour; a'f his Body, Fleh and Bond, which was laid hands on, 
ſhed, and ſlain, ard hanged on tlic Trec, and laid in the Szpulchre ; him the Apoſtle Paul bore 
Wirneſs to, As 13. and Preacht as the Word of Silat. and the Saviour: And ft was not 
only the Godhead in him, but him the cron; nav, fuch ws their Reverence rewards his Holy 
Fern and Bode, that the Apoſtle treats of him as the Merttor tons canfe of J-\t.ftoarton.

AGAINST CHRIST— WHERE DPO YOU READ (as GE) THERE 
WERE ANY EAKTHLY KINGS SINCE THE APOSTLES, BUT 
AMONG APOSTATE CHA&ITIANS? i 

Alſo obſerve how kindly they treat the hects of the Realm; ſay they, WHAT A DIRTY 

ASTY THING IT WOULD HAVE BEEN. TIO HAVE HEARD TALK 
OF A HOUSE OF LORDS. Much more tuch dirty ſtuff of theirs may be ſeen in a 
Book, Entituled, The I uabers Vimasbed. 

Concerning Epiſcopacy, lay they in a Book, Kntituled, An Alarm, &c. p. 6. DID NOT 
YOU MAKE A SOLEMN COVENANT WITH GOD, THAT YOU 
WOULD UTTERLY EXTIRPATE EPISCOPACY, THAT DEAD 
LOATHSOM FORM—DID YOU NOT SPEW TFT UP? AND WILL 
YOU TURN AGAIN AND LICK UP YOUR OWN VOMIT? ou, 
DO NOTSO, DO NOT RUN WILFULLY INTO DESTRUCTION. 

Theſe Loathſom Arrogant Expreſſions are in Print, and reflect on the whole Body of the Qua- 
kers, until by ſome Chriſtian Quakers teſtified againſt as Seditious and Tojurious ; yer ſuch is 
their Pride and Partlallty, that they will not, or dare not diſown what their chief Prieſts have 
done. But Twenty Four of the Eminenteſt of them in London, could Publiſh in the Weekly 
Intelligence their diſowning of D. S ( a Chriſtian Quaker) becauſe he honeſtly confeſſed ( as 
they all ought ) that C. F. and ſome others of their chief Prieſts were blameable. But let the 
Reader but ſee that honeſt Anſwer of D. S. to F. Bugę, and theſe Errors here mentioned, and 
| Judge whether they are not of a much more dangerous Conſcquence and Scandalous to Proteſtan- 
tiſm in general, than any thing of F. B. or D. S's. and thercoy it will appear that the Body or 
Generality of the Foxonian Quakers ( eſpecially them Twenty Six In London ) are gullty of great 
Partiality and Reſpecting Perſons in the higheſt degree, and thereby are great Sinners, and pro- 
ved themſelves falſe Witneſſes in their aforementioned high Boaſtings, and are ravened from the 
Spirit of God by their own Sentence. And I ſpoke to a great Rabby and Teacher among them 
of {ome of theſe Errors, who was fo offended, that he challenged me to ſhew him one in 
all the Book. I being from my own, where 1 had marked ſome, but not remembring them, 
knew not that I could find them then. But his Confidence put me on a ſtricter ſearch in that 
Book, where I found abundance more than I mentioned; and I complained by Letter to three 
Eminent ones of them in London, of ſome of theſe Krrors and Evil Deeds of G. . I alſo wrote 
to another Eminent Preacher of them, of my being diſſatisſied in their countenancing the Errors 
of them in Yenſilvania, who oppoſed G. Keith, bur littic Notice he took thereof. 

All theſe conſidered, and how they have tn 'riat reviicd that Chriſtian Quaker D. S. not only 
diſou ning him as a Quaker, but have reflected on his Credit in relation to his Employment, b 
baſc Infinuations, as they have done by me, as may be ſcen in Animaduerſions, p. lo. and ihe la 
four lines, p. 40. Alſo their Impriſoning, Fining, and taking away of Goods from G. K. his 
Friends in Penſilvania, and Preſented G. Keith as guilty of Crimes which are Death by their 
Law; and had not the Power been taken from them it's probable they would have proſecuted him 
accordingly. It's the chief Preachers among the Foxonian Quakers which are guilty of theſe Wicked- 
nclles, R-ff:Ting on Perſons, and ſtriking at Creatures, as they tay, for theſe affect the Perſons as 
Creatures. Hrar their own Docttine: Say they to one, Thon that art ell ing on Perſons, ſhews 
thin art a falſe \rophet, p. 237. Again, ſay they, To cauſe People to be put in Priſon, and baue thei- 
Goods tab n away, ſuch are diſorderly Teachers, p. 366. Again, lay they, Tok are inwardly raventd 
who firibs at Create, p. 126. Behold how they have condemned themſelves, and are as con- 
frary to their own Duttrincs (as they are tv the &poſiles ) in their Detaming. Iudicting, _

ſoning, Fining, and taking away Goods, as afore-mentioned ; and out of their dun Muhs 
they proved Guilty (In Platter of Fact) ay being Falſe Prophets, and inwardly ravencd, and a 
them our Lord commanded ſhould not be gone aſter. Therefore all that love cur Lord Jef 
which we do no: if we keep not his Commands) turn from them, and deny them and the 
practiſes and Doctrine, being indeed another Chriſt and Goipelz and although they will a 
they can hinder People from Reading this or any thing that diſcovers them; jet you who Io 
our Lord je ſus, and who be of other Perſwaſions, who have Relations, Friends, or Acquaintanc 
that are deceived by their good words, and perceive not the depth of Satan among them, if ye 
judge this Diſcovery Serviceable, uſe your Endeavour to poſſeſs them with the danger of thel 
Errors; ſor ſurely they are the grievous Wolves foretold of, although they have the Sheep 
Cloathing of good Words: It's not my Intent to make void or undervalue the Light of Chrif 
or Spirit of God within, and Obedience thereto, for it's our Duty to walk in the Light withir 
but not to build thereon. The Foundation our Lord Jeſus cf Nazareth being — laid, accord 
jog to the Purpoſe and Promiſe of God; and that Faith that brings not forth Fruits of Holinef 
Is not the Holy Saving Falth. And the Apoſtle does not mention the Word or Faith within 
the Foundation or Object for them to truſt In only, but as the Evidence or Proof of the Tri 
of their Faith, but not aſcribe Salvation to that only, and give all our Lord's Titles and Of 
to the Light within, as GC. F. does, ſa) lng, NOW the SEED of the Woman is come, in which 
Seed, Chriſt, all Nations are blefi. Theſe words, NOW IS COME, polats to a Prince 
within, but the Apoſtle's was to him, even — of Nazareth, that was before come, ſaying 1 H 
brews, God bath ſpoke unto us by hu Son (mind them words ) it's nor, doth (peak, but hath ſpoke 
and ſalth further, How ſhall we eſcape if we negleft ſo great Salvation? — brgan to be oben 
the Lord, and was confirmed by thoſe that heard him; referring to the words of our Lord — 
outwardly ſpoken, as often ju the Epiſtles the Saints are put in mind of the Words and . 
mandments of our Lord Jeſus as words without. And I appeal to all true Chriſtians, whether 
it be not the chief drift and ſcope of the Goſpel, more eſpecially Petey and Paul, who have in 
their Preaching Jeſus, uſed for ſubſtance moſily the ſame words both, and Teſtifie to the ſame 
Jeſus of Nazareth, ſlain, taken from the Tree, laid in the Scpulchre. Bur if our wiſe Greeks the 
Foxonians had been in the Apoſtles time, might not they — oppoſed their on Reaſon, what 
a Man that was hanged on a Tree, killed, and buried; can he, a Fiolte Being, ſatisfie Infinite 
uſtlce? Yea, ſuch a Man as he was can. But that within, ſay they, is the only Principle, and 
admits not of another: What, not our Lord Jeſus of Nazareth? Alſo the Spirit and Life witkin 
themſelves, wherein ONLY their eternal well-bring conſiſts, What Place or Office have theſe 
Men left for our Lord Jeſus of Nazareth his Sufferings in our eternal well-bring ? But in this and 
many others they have robbed and degraded our Lord Jeſus of Nazareth, dividing him from the 
Saviour, for ſays J. Cole, The Body of the true Chrift— in which be ſuffered. And ſay they, The Body 
that was crucified was not the God-head— (but ſay they) the ſame Chriit that was therein crucifird ; 
ſo they make two to be crucified ont Lord ſeſus of Nazareth, whom they contemn with their terms 
Veſſel, Garment, mean and contemptible, Vail, it, that, and a Ctriſt in him or therein crucified ;

Theſe Blaſphemous Exprei- 
ſions are to G. F. the Author of moti of theſe Errors; and it's aſtoniſhing ro behold how they 
contemu our Lord Jeſus, and Deifie him, thereby making way for themſelves to be ſo many 
Chriſts, as appears by I. #'s. ſaying, Doth not the Name belong to rutry Member as weil as to tht 
Head? And although they Print Chriſt's Perſon as mean ad cont. mprible, yet Tradition gives a 
better Character, and that the Comelineſs of his Perſon was an Argument that Martha uſed and 
that prevailed on her Siſter Mary :2 go to hear him, and doubtleis he was and is ſo to the Falth- 
ful.
